OUR COMMERCE AND ITS REGULATIONS 


By FRED I. KENT 


Vice President of the Bankers Trust Company of New York City 


URING the last hundred years the world’s population has in- 

creased close to one thousand millions, or about 140 per cent. 

During the same period the world’s trade has increased about 

1,800 per cent and it is estimated reached a total of $27,000,- 
000,000 in 1905, of which over 10 per cent represented the foreign trade 
of the United States. These figures do not include the internal trade of 
any of the nations. The countries having the largest foreign trade are 
those in which the great modern conveniences of living abound. Science 
and trade have made it possible to feed one thousand million more mouths 
today with greater certainty than the lesser number could be fed 100 
years ago. They have reduced the proportion of the population which has 
to work to produce enough food so that all shall be able to live, and have 
reduced the number of daily hours of work required of each individual. 
Of the balance of those who labor many manufacture articles of need, 
convenience or desire, and others distribute the produets of -all kinds. 
NOTE—Address before Ohio Bankers saeeemieal 
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Twentieth century commerce is adding comfort, ease and luxury to those 
who live in the fast growing cities and to the rural populations of the 
world. It is based on great combinations of men and capital which con- 
serve energy, direct it carefully, develop mechanical and scientific genius 
and store and distribute commodities so that there is stability of labor 
and of life. 


Fairness at Times Seems Impossible 


Fairness to all in the development of commerce is seemingly impossible. 
IIuman nature’ and the imperfect judgment of men stand in the way, but 
the requirements of the multitude ever tend toward betterment and proper 
regulation always follows increased power. It must not be forgotten that 
right action under the conditions of yesterday may be wrong action today, 
that the wonderful commercial machinery of the present has been brought 
about through the foresight of men who comprehended and risked while 
others were blind and overecautious, that such individuals while properly 
having to submit to certain control that developments have now made 
necessary are none the less benefactors of the nation, and that they de- 
serve commendation and not condemnation. We must remember that 
many of the laws controlling them today were unnecessary and non-existent 
yesterday. Laws of anticipation choke a nation’s growth, but laws of 
regulation if based on science and development, and not on envy or preju- 
dice, may add to its strength. 


As Population Increases, Density Grows 


As the population has inereased and its density has grown greater, it 
has become necessary, in order to make it possible to meet the needs of 
the people, to multiply the division of labor and to increase the size of 
capital organizations of all kinds. It is only by means of system that speed 
can be acquired in delivery of goods, and the consumption of our popula 
tion has become so vast that great efficiency and great speed in handling 
commodities are necessary in order to prevent starvation. A slight stop- 
page in the machinery of trade inevitably brings suffering to a part of 
the population. This has been shown most effectively in England since 
the strike of the coal miners. The evolution from separate shops to great 
organizations has been brought about because of necessity. 


Desire For Profit One of Moving Forces 


The desire for profit is one of the moving forces which induces prog- 
ress. Such desire is uppermost in the thought of every human being. It 
may not be expressed in an endeavor to get dollars, but instead may shew 
itself in its direct aim for the power that it is supposed dollars will buy. 
This desire could be exerted if there were not a dollar in the world, but 
money, which is nothing other than a medium of exchange, has had to 
bear the ignominy of the selfish desire for profit, when in reality it has 
nothing to do with it. To some individuals the desire for profit is an 
anxiety to raise themselves to the detriment of all others. Again, it is 
represented in the wish to improve the conditions of all people. 
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There is an inherent sense of right imbedded in the human heart, which 
makes individuals realize that fair profit for all is not only the correct but 
the better way. If left to itself, the normal human mind would develop 
naturally along lines which would mean increased satisfaction, with every 
betterment of condition. - On the other hand, when a portion of the people 
are willing to obtain their profit through a development of the baser nature 
of humanity, improvement in individual conditions may breed dissatis- 
faction and dissension. The man who yesterday was living without most 
of the modern conveniences has been taught by the portion of our com- 
munity, who might legitimately be called the mind poisoners, to judge of 
his present condition, which may be a great advance over his past, not in 
relation to his own previous mode of living but in relation to that of 
others who may be better off. On this account the forms of evolution 
which have bettered the condition of the individual are not appreciated, 
but are decried, because they have also bettered the condition of other 
individuals. 


Part Played by the News Agencies 


The old seandal monger of the village, who used to cause such un- 
happiness to his neighbors, has grown and been consolidated into vast 
news distributing agencies, which cause the same distrust and dissension 
among’ our larger communities that prevailed in the smaller ones. This 
growth of the mind poisoning trust is something that must be recognized. 
It is parasitical and feeds upon human errors that will inevitably arise 


as the needs of humanity are met. It is not contented to allow evolution 
to proceed in an orderly manner, through the elimination of errors as 
rapidly as they assume proportions which make it essential for the good 
of the people, but instead endeavors to tear down the good with the bad, 
and lives upon the suecess of its neighbors by appealing to the baser 
attributes of man. 


Value of Commercial Organization 


This development must be recognized and considered before we can 
fairly judge of the value of the various commercial and business organiza- 
tions which have made possible our marvelous growth. It has just as 
important a bearing as the increase in commerce, if we would properly 
test the efficacy of our modern institutions. Our immediate future growth 
and success will depend largely upon what proportion of our population 
is able to consider these two matters fairly and justly. No one ean deny 
the faet that labor today is better paid, has shorter hours, and is surrounded 
by greater comforts and luxuries than ever in the past. 

It is also true that the prices of some articles are higher, so that the 
dollars will not buy as much, but after all other reasons for this have been 
given their due, there still remains the fact that one cause of the higher 
prices is the consumption of the articles in question by a larger proportion 
of the population, which has only become possible because of the better 
conditions already referred to. That this improvement in condition is 
true does not mean that we should be satisfied with the present, neither 
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does it mean that we should endeavor to destroy the power which has 
brought it about. Instead we should study the conditions with an open 
mind, with the idea of continuing those things which have proved sue- 
cessful and eliminating others which have been found to hamper progress, 
or which may have been valuable features in the past but that have out- 
grown their usefulness. 


High Cost of Living Fosters Discontent 

High cost of living waters the seeds of discontent and encourages legis- 
lative investigations and indiscriminate criticism, but every individual who 
is endeavoring to improve his own position is living in the same glass 
house and is equally responsible for his share of the seeming trouble. In- 
crease in prices is repugnant to everyone, in so far as it has to do with the 
things which he purchases. On the other hand, no man nor set of men 
stops to consider this matter in connection with anything that they may 
be personally depending upon for their livelihood. The business man 
while objecting to high prices on the commodities which he buys for his 
home, strives to make himself better able to purchase by getting more out 
of his own line. 

Value of Greater Efficiency 

Whenever he endeavors to do this through the obtaining of greater 
efficiency in production or distribution, it works to the advantage. of all 
econeerned, but where it goes into increased cost of the article in which he 
is interested, it means higher prices for some one else to pay on this par- 
ticular commodity. When the men in a labor union feel the effect of the 
higher prices of things in general they strike for higher wages, in order 
to meet them, and demand all that they can get without regard to whether 
it forees up the price of the article they are helping to manufacture. All 
this is perfectly natural, but leads to the conclusion that regulation of our 
commerce, which is in reality the regulation of the means which makes 
our commerce possible, should not be based on the action of men as in- 
dividuals, but upon the systems under which they work, and that the intent 
should be not to disrupt this, that and the other branch of business, but to 
bring them all in proper relation to each other. 


Farmer Wants High Prices For His Products 

The farmers want high prices for wheat, corn, cattle, cotton and other 
commodities which they raise, and low prices for the same and other arti- 
eles in a inanufactured state. The manufacturing interests wish the oppo- 
site condition to prevail, and this of course includes the majority of our 
laboring population. The mind poisoning trust plays one against the other 
with satisfaction only to itself. This, then, is the first great trust which 
should be investigated, for it is at the bottom of most of the discontent 
existing in the world today. As the masses have come out from under the 
cloud of ignorance in which they have been enveloped, they have been led 
by this great octopus. Their eyes have been opened more by falsehood 
than by truth, but as their education progresses and they begin to see the 
tremendous price which they are forced to pay through the constant tur- 
moil of business brought about by their acceptance of vicious teachings, 
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the conditions are going to improve and regulation will go forward in a 
more scientific and unbiased manner. It is needful, therefore, if we would 
take the premier position in the development of commerce with its resultant 
benefits to our people, that our lawmakers begin the study of the system 
of the mind poisoning trust immediately, with a view of bringing about 
its dissolution. 

System is at Fault 


Investigation of this trust should not be made a personal matter any 
more than in the case of any other. It is more the system itself that is at 
fault than the men who are in it, and the system is the result of the igno- 
rance and action of the people themselves. The individuals represented 
by the reporters, editors, writers, public speakers and others have been 
working under a pressure of public demand, and they have often been led 
on through necessity to do things entirely foreign to their wishes. Con- 
stant repetition of dishonest writing and speaking leads to self-hypnotism, 
and the wrong is forgotten in striving for a livelihood. The system, there- 
fore, should be changed in such manner as to make it dangerous for that 
portion of the population which gives up its life to writing and speaking 
to knowingly or even carelessly distort the truth in order to play upon the 
human passions. If the work is undertaken in a scientific manner without 
permitting any personalities to enter into it there is no doubt but that the 
majority of those who are now servants of the system would be glad to 
do their utmost to put their life work upon an honorable basis. 


Problem Is a Difficult One 

This is undoubtedly the most difficult of the problems which the world 
faces today, for the right of free speech must be proteeted, and at the 
same time license must be prohibited. It is a problem worthy of the best 
efforts of our lawmakers, and if satisfactorily solved they would be among 
the principal gainers. It would leave them more free to act as their best 
judgment dictated for the benefit of the country which they are chosen 
to govern, and would make the carrying out honorably of their oath of 
office a pleasure instead of a hardship. It would serve as well to simplify 
the regulation of all other public interests. and would be the first great 


step toward the real enlightenment of our people, and would lead inevitably 
toward contentment and happiness. This, then, is our one great problem 


which needs solving above all others. Business men of themselves, for 
their own profit and protection, are constantly improving the conditions 
under which commerce is carried on. As soon as a wrong method of 
condueting business develops to the point where it becomes a menace the 
customs of business change to meet it, and the public is protected before 
legislation is undertaken. 


Trade Follows Line of Least Resistance 
The commerce of the future is going to follow the lines of least resist- 
ance and is going to change as time goes on, until every country produces 
that which it is best able to produce, taking into consideration its natural 
resources and the mental developments of its people. Every line of busi- 
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ness is constantly working toward a condition where it may be carried ou 
at a minimum, natural expense. This phenomenon may be noted in the 
thousands of removals and liquidations of factories. In some cases where 
a town has been built up entirely on the production of some one com- 
modity, something different has taken its place when it has developed that 
the article which it manufactured could be more cheaply made elsewhere. 
This is one of the evidences of evolution in business, and exactly as it is 
true in a small way in the case of towns and cities in the same country, 
so it is true between the different countries of the world. 


Will Eliminate Wasteful Competition 


A time is surely coming when certain kinds of wasteful competition 
will be practically eliminated and will be reflected in a world’s trade of 
tremendous proportions. Its regulation will be more confined to the natural 
a laws governing production and distribution than by man made laws, the 
majority of which will become obsolete when man has learned to properly 
control public utterance of all kinds. The world’s trade will then repre- 
sent a fair exchange of commodities and their greatest possible distribu- 
tion among the peoples of the earth, and we in the United States of 
America, with our diversified resources and composite mentality, should 
lead all the nations in the march toward prosperity and commercial peace.

BANKING AND CURRENCY REFORM 


By Hon. Hobert W. Bonynge 


Member National Monetary Commission. 


HE American Bankers’ Association for many years has taken a 
most prominent part in the nation-wide movement for a reform 
of our Banking and Currency Laws. It has been the leading topic 
of discussion at conventions of the Bankers’ Association. Before 
the creation of «a National Monetary Commission, it had appointed 
a Currency Commission to prepare a specific plan for Monetary Reform. 
Both Commissions, | am happy to say, co-operated in the arduous task 
assigned to them. The National Monetary Commission was greatly indebted 
to the Bankers’ Commission for most valuable aid and assistance in their 
performance of its duties. 

It was pre-eminently proper and wise for the National Monetary Com- 
mission to seek advice and suggestions from those who, by long and honor- 
able service as bankers, were best qualified to give valuable aid. It was as 
natural and proper to do so as it would be to look to the eminent lawyers 
of the country for suggestions for judicial reform. The members of your 
Commission freely gave the Monetary Commission the benefit of their prac- 
tical experience. They were actuated by the patriotic motive of endeavoring 
to assist in framing a banking system that would be just to all alike and 
meet. the needs of the country. At no time did they evince the slightest evi- 
dence of seeking to obtain any selfish advantage. They realized full well 
that the best banking system for their patrons and for the commerce of 
the country, would be the best banking system for the bankers. The Mone- 
tary Comm’ssion was not con ent, hc weer, to consult bankers alone. They 
sought suggestions and advice from all students of our monetary problems; 
from political economists and from men engaged in all callings. 


Subjects Laws to Careful Study 


During the past five years our Monetary Laws have been subjected to the 
most comprehensive and analytic study and investigation. Their defects 
and proposals for their amendment have been discussed in every city of the 
\‘nion at public meetings and at conventions of commercial associations. 

Not withstanding these public d’scuss‘ons, there is still, unfortunately, 


a great deal of apathy on the part of the general public in these prob- 
NOTE—From an address before the American Bankers’ Association. 
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lems and a woeful lack of understanding of the plan which has, since your 
last annual convention, been unanimously recommended to Congress by 
the Monetary Commission. No better evidence of this fact could be afforded 
than the financial planks contained in the political platforms of this year 
Although the Monetary Commission’s plan has been denounced in two of 
them, no substitute has been offered and no attempt whatever has been made 
by any political party to frame any suggestions for constructive remedial 
legislation. 


Business Tired of Political Make-shifts 


The business world is tired of political make-shifts and temporary 
financial measures. They do not want any more patch-work in remodeling 
our banking laws. They will not be satisfied with mere denunciation of 
proposed measures. What they want is relief from the present deplorable 
conditions. Their demand is for true constructive legislation, based on eor- 
rect and safe principles, so that the American people may have what their 
wealth and their intelligence eminently entitle them to, and that is—a bank 
ing system that will not by its frequent collapses be a constant menace to the 
legitimate commerce of the country, but which shall at all times be able to 
sustain and promote that commerce. Nothing else will be satisfactory. Any 
temporizing legislation on these great questions will only postpone the day 
for their final settlement and ultimately make the proper solution of them 
more difficult. I feel confident that I voice the sentiment of the bankers and 
of the business people who have given serious thought tq these matters, when 
I say that they would infinitely prefer to struggle along under our present 
antiquated system, bad as it is, for many years to come, rather than have 
some haphazard and loosely drawn legislation enacted at this time. If the 
country is not prepared now for a thorough and scientific revision of our 
Monetary Laws, so as to place our banking system permanently on a safe 
and sound basis, then by all means let us keep up the agitation and the dis 
cussion until the American electorate awakens to the situation that confronts 
us! It is earnestly to be hoped that that time will arrive before we are com- 
pelled to go through another financial panie with its inevitable loss to labor 
and capital. 


Banking System Is Admittedly Inadequate 


lt is perfectly safe to say that there is no well-informed citizen who 
believes that our present banking system is at all adequate to our needs 
All the politieal parties, by their platforms of this vear, recognize it is ineffi 
cient. This, in itself, constitutes some advance, and perhaps we should con- 
gratulate ourselves that we have made that much progress. It is not a polit 
ical question. It never should be treated as a political issue. The peopl 
do not and cannot be made to divide upon it along political lines. 

The leading defects in the present system are now generally understood 
The differences that exist are regarding the methods to be adopted for their 
correction. 

It is unanimously admitted that our present method of dealing with 
Reserves is both antiquated and costly. Our seattered cash reserves are 
ineffective for use in emergencies. Thev restrict the loaning power of banks 
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at the very time when, under a properly organized system, the reserves 
would and should be freely used and credit liberally extended to all solvent 
and deserving business men. We compel our isolated banks to adopt meas- 
ures for their own self-preservation which necessarily intensify, if they do 
not produce, panic conditions. We foree a portion of the reserves of prac- 
tically every bank in the country and the surplus moneys of all sections to 
be concentrated in New York City. There, at certain seasons of the year. 
they can only be profitably employed by being loaned out on call on stock 
exchange securities. 

The plentiful supply of money for call loans tends to promote dangerous 
speculation, leading to financial disturbances when the cash reserves are 
again required in the regular channels of trade and commerce. Our method 
of dealing with the bank reserves is unquestionably more responsible than 
anything else for the weakness of our banking system. 


Need is for an Elastic Bank Note Currency 


The need for a bank note curreney which shall automatically respond to 
the constantly changing demands of commerce is obvious to all. The Ameri- 
ean Bankers’ Association and numerous commercial bodies in all parts of the 
country have, for many years, been demanding that some provision should 
be made for what has become popularly known as an *‘ Elastie Curreney. ° 
sy many it has been believed that the failure to provide such a currency 
is the chief defect in our existing Monetary System; but a more careful and 
analytical study of conditions has demonstrated that it is only one feature 
of the fundamental weakness that attaches to our entire credit system and 
which may. in one word, be expressed as its **rigidity.”’ 


What Experience Teaches 


The experience of the world conclusively establishes that the function 
of note issue cannot be exercised either by a Government, a Government 
owned bank or numerous banking institutions without disastrous results. 
With the exception of Russia, every first-class power has ceased to issue 
eredit currency, either directly or through a government owned institution. 
Those who contend that the issuance of currency is fundamentally a govern- 
ment function, fail to draw any distinction between money of ultimate re 
demption with full legal tender power and credit curreney which is only a 
promise to pay lawful money. They also overlook the fact that the most 
important and most elastic currency of the United States and of Great 
Britain is the deposit eurrency, issued by the people themselves, by cheeks 
drawn on their deposit accounts. The Government may and should, in the 
public interest, regulate the issuance of bank note currency, provided the 
hasis upon which it may be issued and the ageney or agencies to issue it. 
Sut if the monetary experience of the world proves anything at all, it is 
that a currency issued directly by the Government or through a Government 
owned institution never has and never can, from the nature of things, be 
made responsive to business conditions. Its amount is and must be deter- 
mined by statutory enactments which are inflexible. Statutes cannot be 
altered to meet constantly changing business conditions. The result is that 
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a currency issued by a Government is always dependent upon the govern- 
ment’s financial needs rather than business requirements. It expands, but 
seldom contracts. Our own experience with the greenbacks ought to satisfy 
us on that point. Some agency, properly constituted, under government 
supervision and regulation must, consequently, be created to exercise, in 
the people’s interest, this important function. 


Have Only System of Local Banks 


At the present time we have only local banking institutions. They 
are indispensable to our development. But it is equally necessary that 
we should have some financial organization of a national character to 
represent us nationally and internationally in matters affecting the credit 
and standing of the United States as one of the great financial powers of the 
world. That organization should also be given the necessary powers and 
functions to insure effective co-operation between our many thousand iso- 
lated banking units for their own mutual protection and the utilization of 
our numerous banking resources. 

The three fundamental defects in our Monetary System are, then, the 
unscientific treatment of our cash reserves; the rigidity of our entire 
credit system, and the lack of effective co-operation between our banks. 
They are now pretty well understood to be the responsible causes for the 
many bank panies that have disgraced us in the past and from which all 
other great commercial nations have been exempt for practically half a 
century. 


Need For Greater Co-operation of Bankers 


The urgent necessity for some kind of co-operation between the banks 
of different localities, for certain purposes, has naturally led to the forma- 
tion of clearing house associations. They now number 242. They are all 
voluntary associations. Their manner of organization, including the admis- 
sion of new banks to their privileges, the selection of their officers and 
managers, the power and function to be performed by them—are all regu- 
lated, not by statutory provision, but entirely according to the by-laws and 
constitution adopted by each association. As new conditions from time to 
time have arisen, requiring co-operative action on the part of the banks. 
these clearing house associations have, through a natural process of affilia- 
tion, extended their field of operations. They have now become institutions 
without which our commerce could with difficulty be conducted. They have 
rendered in the past invaluable services, not only in fostering trade, but in 
furnishing aid and assistance in times of emergency. But they have never 
been able, because of the lack of necessary legal power and of proper or- 
ganization, to prevent periodical suspension by the banks of cash payments. 
Their greatest services in such emergencies have been in mobilizing tem- 
porarily the resources of their members, and thereby tiding the business of 
the country over until the financial storm had spent itself. Notwithstanding 
the eminent services these associations have rendered, their right to exereise 
some of the powers they claim has been gravely questioned, and has reeently 
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been the subject of investigation before a Congressional Committee known 
as the ‘‘ Money Trust Investigation.”’ 


Demand For Clearing House Regulation 


The regulation by the New York Clearing House of collection charges on 
out-of-town items, and the suspension of banks from the association, who 
violate the established rule has been questioned as being in restraint of 
trade and a vielation of the anti-trust law. It has been argued that their 
ability, under their rules, to refuse a bank clearing house privileges enables 
them to keep any group of men out of the banking business in New York 
City because, without clearing house privileges, successful banking in New 
York would be impossible. It is said that they thus exercise the power of 
life and death over the banks. However wisely these powers may have been 
exercised in the past, the fear that they might at some time be improperly 
used is giving rise to a demand that a certain part, at least, of the business 
of clearing house associations should be regulated by law. Few, if any, con- 
tend that some form of affiliation between the isolated units of our banking 
system is not necessary. The very existence of the clearing house associa- 
tions, the functions they perform and the services they have rendered to 
the business of the country, all abundantly and conclusively establish the 
absolute necessity for some legal form of co-operation for certain designated 
purposes between our isolated banking units. The method of creating that 
agency or institution, regulating who shall be entitled to membership in it, 
and upon what terms, what privileges therein membership will confer, the 
manner of selecting those who are to manage its affairs, so as to give every 
section of the country and every legitimate industry some voice in its man- 
agement, insuring its operation absolutely free from control for sectional 
or selfish purposes, defining strictly its powers and functions, and how and 
under what circumstances they may be exercised, and giving to the govern- 
ment, through adequate representation upon its board of directors, the 
fullest and freest opportunity for supervision of its affairs and manage- 
ment, should and must be provided by statutory regulations. 


Some of Objects Sought by Commission 


These are among the objeets sought to be accomplished by the creation 
of the proposed National Reserve Association. By its establishment, we 
would have an institution under government regulation and supervision, - 
whieh could safeguard our cash reserves and make them available for use ; 
issue and furnish a properly secured and safe currency that would auto- 
matieally expand and contract in response to business requirements; act as 
fiseal agent of the government; keep the government’s working balance in 
the channels of trade; insure co-operation of all the banks in the ‘public 
interest and enable them to utilize our enormous banking power. These 
objects are all admittedly desirable of attainment, and it is contended that 
they cannot be secured except through some similar co-operative agency as 
that proposed by the creation of the National Reserve Association. 

The plan in econerete form for its creation has now been before the 
country for nearly a year. During that time very few objections to any 
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of its essential or fundamental principles have been advaneed. There have 
heen strong objections urged to some of the details of the plan by a few 
economists and bankers of undoubted ability, but no other or different plan 
in concrete form has been suggested by anyone that has received any 
serious consideration. There are some who still refer to the Reserve Asso- 
ciation as a central bank, although there is no more similarity between 
the two than there is between a clearing house association and a bank. 
¥ Both have something to do with the banking business, but there their simi- 
larity ends. The field of operations of each is clearly marked and distinet. 
A central bank, as it is understood in this and every other country, is an 
institution having branches throughout a given country, each engaged in a 
general banking business. receiving deposits from the people at large as 
well as from other banks. making loans to individuals and to corporations, 
acting as the government's fiscal agent and usually having the power of bank 
note issue. Such have been all the central banks that have ever existed 
either in this or any foreign country or which now exist. The proposed 
Fs National Reserve Association radically differs from all such institutions in 
the very important respect that it is not to engage in the general banking 
business. In fact, in that sense it is not a bank at all. Neither it nor tts 
branches are to compete with State or National Banks in any fields of 
operations in which they are now engaged; it is simply to be an affiliation 
or union of all the eligible banks of the country to perform for them and 
under statutory provisions, and through officers and managers—whom they 
will select—certain necessary duties and functions that can only be per- 
formed by some organization of a national character. 


Fear Centralized Bank Would Work Hardship 


There are a good many bankers in the smaller communities, particularly 
in the agricultural sections, who fear that they might not have a sufficient 
amount of the class of paper entitled to rediscount at the Reserve Associa- 
tion, or its branches, to make the Association any great aid to them. But 
they are beginning to understand that no right or privilege of any kind is 
taken from them by the organization of the Reserve Association. They still 
would be entitled to use any of their assets as collateral with their cor- 
respondents. It would supply them with an additional place where they 
could go for assistance in case of need. All of them would have some of the 
class of paper that could be used at a branch of the Reserve Association. 
That they could use these and still have the right to use any of their other 
assets with their correspondents. The difference to them would be that their 
correspondents would be at all times equipped to take care of their wants 
Their correspondents would always be supplied with a large amount of the 
class of commercial paper that could be utilized by the Reserve Association, 
thereby increasing their reserves and their loaning ability, and thus enabling 
} them to accommodate the country banks. In turn, the country banks would, 
; in this way, be enabled to increase their loaning ability so as to take eare 
of their individual customers. Thus the benefits to accrue from a stand- 
ardizing of commercial paper and widening the market for it would reaeh 
out to every person engaged in any gainful oceupation, and would inelude 
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all elements of our population—the wage-earner, the employer, the farmer. 
the merchant, the manufacturer and the professional man. 


Retirement of 2 Percent Bonds 


One of the most difficult problems presented to the Monetary Commis- 
sion was to devise a plan for the retirement of our present bank note cur- 
rency and the two-per-cent U. 8. bonds upon which they are almost wholly 
based. The plan proposed guards and protects the interests of the gov- 
ernment and of the banks, and seems to have stood the test of critical 
examination. 


Fear has been expressed in some quarters that the issuance of bank notes 
based in part upon commercial paper or government bonds and the counting 
of these notes by the individual banks as a part of their Reserves, taken in 
connection with the right of the banks to accept drafts drawn upon them 
and to rediscount them at the reserve association, would lead to an undue 
expansion of credits. It is confidently submitted that the strict require- 
ments as to cash reserves and the extensive and plenary powers conferred 
upon the Association to protect the cash reserves, renders the danger of 
over-expansion very remote. The most effective means of preventing the 
evil of over-expansion will be found in this, as in all other countries, to con- 
sist in the ability of the management of the Association to regulate eredit 
conditions through the discount rate. It is immaterial how sound the law 
governing a bank may be, if the management is incompetent it cannot 
operate successfully. In other words, the efficacy of every law rests with the 
officers who execute it. Every human institution must depend to a large 
extent in the last analysis upon the men who are to manage its affairs. 
The necessary powers to protect the reserves of the Association are con- 
ferred upon the managers, every precaution which the experience of the 
world has demonstrated to be wise in guarding against the abuse of credit 
has been adopted, and the greatest care to see that only competent officials 
are selected to control its affairs have been employed, and that is as far as 
the law ean go. 

Is Planned to Meet Commercial Needs 


It must ever be remembered that the Reserve Association is planned to 
meet the commercial needs of the country. It will not nor is it contended 
that its establishment would fulfill all our financial requirements. We 
should have agricultural credit institutions and banks that engage in fur- 
nishing capital for the development of our different industrial enterprises. 
They should be as they are in other countries, particularly Germany and 
France, separate organizations, and should be clothed with other and dif- 
ferent powers to meet the legitimate needs of industry for long time invest- 
ment. The establishment of an institution to provide for our commercial 
needs will inevitably pave the way, as was the case in foreign countries, for 
the creation of other banking organizations especially designed to take care 
of our other financial necessities. 

The American people are frequently slow to be aroused, but when they 
are, they have a habit of acting speedily and decisively. With the progress 
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that has already been made and with the united and consistent efforts of all 
who realize the transcendent importance of a wise solution of these prob- 
lems, we may reasonably hope that in the not far distant future, the United 
States will have a banking system that will no longer cause it to be known 
among the powers of the earth as a ‘‘Financial Nuisance,’’ but which shall 
be not only a credit to us, but shall likewise be adequate to the needs of the 
present and of the marvelous material advancement that awaits our people.

THE MONEY TRUST INQUIRY 


By GEORGE M. REYNOLDS 


President of the Continental and Commercial National Bank of Chicago 


VERY great crisis wherein business has been seriously affected 
and which has had a tendency to accentuate any weakness in 
our system of business has brought out some object lesson for 
future guidance. The lesson of the panic of 1907 was that ot 

the value of co-operation. The abuses incident to the unparalleled pros- 
perity in this country for five years prior to that period caused an over- 
expansion in the use of eredit, culminating in the latter part of October 
of that year in a money panic, which for a time paralyzed our commerce 
and threatened the destruction of our institutions; public confidence was 
disturbed and, the solvency of the banks being doubted, depositors were 
anxious to withdraw their balances for the purpose of hoarding money. 

The amount of lawful money carried by the banks, while sufficient to 
meet all requirements under normal conditions, now that a state of chaos 
existed, was found to be inadequate to meet the demands made upon 
them, and since our Banking and Currency law contained no provision by 
which the banks could protect their outstanding credits, to say nothing 
of protecting the credits of their customers, the banks located in the prin- 
cipal cities throughout the country, as the only means of self-defense left 
to them, simultaneously went upon a clearing house certificate basis. 


Bankers’ Action Drastic But Necessary 


While this action seemed to some to be very drastic, it, in fact, proved 
to be the safeguard of the situation, since through it banks were enabled 
to meet the urgent requests for credit made upon them and renew eredits 
already extended to concerns, many of which might otherwise have been 
foreed into bankruptey. At the same time, self-preservation, admittedly 
the first law of nature, forced the banks in the large reserve cities to stifle 
the spirit of competition existing between them and work in harmony for 
the common good,—self-protection compelling them to apply the spirit 
of co-operation to their business in a practical way by utilizing, as far as 
was practicable, their combined skill and strength to defend the integrity 
of any bank or concern known to be solvent which required assistance. 
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Regardless of this commendable spirit and the aid rendered, much 
criticism has been heaped upon bankers by certain classes. These crities 
are dissatisfied because we do not in times of crises furnish to the public 
credit and money in amounts sufficient to meet their needs, and, on the 
other hand, in normal times they criticise us because, as they say, the con 
trol of money and credit is not sufficiently diversified. 


No Banker Willfully Withholds Credit From Public 





Il am surprised that any student of the subject should pretend to be- 
lieve that the banks in times of stress willfully withhold from the public 
Bi the use of such credit and money as it is possible for them under existing 
conditions and in accordance with the law to supply. Self-interest alone 
would not permit of their doing this, for no profit ean aecerue to a bank 
where an excess of reserve accumulates. Furthermore, the law of -com- 
petition would not permit it, for in these days when it is the universal 
practice for banks to extend credit in proportion to the balance which a 
customer earries with the bank subject to his cheek, the banker knows full 
well that if he fails to meet the legitimate requirements of such customer 
it will result in the loss of that account, which, under the law of competi- 
bh tion, will go to hir heighbor, who will extend credit against such balances, 
Therefore, self-interest prompts the banker to do his utmost to serve the 
publie under these conditions. 


Idea of Use of Power to Punish is Refuted 





In thirty-two years of experience in banking, I have yet to learn of the 
first instance where bankers carrying the reserves of a community have 
willfully, and for the purpose of punishing individuals or industries in 
that community, declined to extend credit against their reserves when 
there has been a disturbed public confidence and an unusually large de- 
mand for both money and credit; and, so far as I know, the only bankers 
who have failed in emergencies of this kind have been those who have 
themselves been filled with fear and who have been so panic stricken that 
they have placed their own safety above the public welfare. I am glad 
to say, however, that such bankers are so few as compared to the whole 
number that I do not believe there is just ground for the belief that the 
bankers of this country have failed to discharge this trust faithfully and 
well. 

Action of Banks Due to Inadequate System 


Whatever of criticism can properly attach to the banks because of 
their failure to meet the wishes of the public in times of stress 1s due to 
the system and not to the inclination of the bankers, whose actions are 
4 circumscribed by a law compelling them to maintain certain reserves, no 
matter what the needs of a community for credit or money may be. 

As I stated in the beginning, the object lesson of the panic of 1907 was 
that of the value of co-operation, and bankers, striving, as do also those 
engaged in other lines of business, to prevent losses where possible, and 
quick to realize the real value of that lesson, have sinee that time applied 
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this principle of co-operation with great success to the affairs of such of 
their customers as through unforeseen circumstances have experienced diffi- 
eulty in maintaining their credit when it has been assailed. 


Course Saved Many Creditors From Bankruptcy 


Instead of continuing to follow the old-time method of throwing such 
creditors into bankruptcy and getting a mere pittance on their claims,— 
where conditions are such that they are justified in so doing, the bank and 
other creditors now form creditors’ committees to manage the affairs of 
the disabled concerns, thereby very often through such harmony of action 
restoring the affairs of those concerns to a normal basis, thus averting their 
failure and consequent loss to the banks and other creditors. 

The application of this principle of co-operation by the banks as a 
means of protection, both to themselves and their customers, thus conserv- 
ing the assets and oftentimes the integrity of both, by preventing failures 
as well as contentions between the creditors of concerns whose solvency 
is questioned, has caused many to misconstrue the real motives involved 
and apply the term ‘‘Trust’’ to this harmony of action which is always 
prompted, so far as I know and believe, by the highest motives born of a 
sense of fairness and justice and reflecting a desire on the part of the 
bankers to conserve and upbuild rather than to tear down and destroy. 


Use of Credit in Doing Business Has Increased Rapidly 

The fact that 95 per cent of the business of this country is done upon 
eredit, and that the use of actual money in transactions has been reduced 
to the minimum, makes it very easy for people who do not properly dis- 
criminate between credit and money itself to become confused in the appli- 
cation of the terms; and especially is this likely to be the case with those 
who have given so little study to the subject that they look upon a bank 
as being an institution dealing in money, whereas, in reality a bank deals 
in credit, and the money it carries in its vaults is only an incident to its 
business, being carried only in an amount sufficient under the law of 
averages to make it possible for the bank to pay its obligations upon de- 
mand under normal conditions. 


Confusion of Credit With Money Accounts for Much Criticism 

This confusing of credit with money, as it is related to business, has 
caused much misapprehension on this subject and resulted in more or less 
honest criticism by those who do not realize that the ‘‘Money Power’’ as 
it is usually applied relates to the power or control of the eredit which 
may be extended against either money or other tangible liquid assets easily 
or quickly convertible into money ; and in view of the temper of the people 
toward large aggregations of capital, it is not surprising that there has 
also arisen much confusion and misconception through the use of the words 
‘*Money Power’’ and ‘‘Money Trust.’’ Oftentimes, where quotations of 
alleged statements are made, the word ‘‘Trust”’ is, either through con- 
fusion or arbitrarily, substituted for the word ‘‘Power,’’ making it appear 
as ‘‘Money Trust,’’ thereby changing the meaning of the statement as it 
was originally made. 
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I disclaim any knowledge, to say nothing of any connection with any 
‘‘Money Trust’’ of any character, and I feel I would be derelict in my 
duty if I were not to say to you that I do not believe any: such trust exists. 


Many Have an Erroneous Opinion of Banks 


1 feel this class of citizen has an erroneous opinion concerning banks, 
their business, their earnings and their relations to the public. In the first 
place, any condition which adversely affects the public must re-act detri- 
mentally on the volume of the business done by the banks, thereby re- 
ducing their earnings. 

Reverting to the criticisms of the banks during 1907 for their failure 
to pay money against the balances shown upon their books, I sometimes 
wonder if the publie realizes that those balances were to the extent of 
95 per cent made up to items of credit and not money. I wonder, too, if 
the depositing public takes into consideration the fact that when the bank 
cannot pay its deposits on demand, it is only because it cannot realize on 
its credits extended to the borrowing public. Two men may be neighbors, 
one is a depositor of $1,000 in the bank, the other a borrower of a thousand 
dollars from it. If the borrower will pay the note when demand is made 
upon him to do so, the bank will also be in a position to pay the depositor 
the amount of his balance. Therefore, in times of panie the reason that 
banks cannot pay the Depositing public their obligations on demand is 
because the Borrowing public cannot pay their obligations to them. There- 
fore, in eriticising a condition of this kind the publie should have their 
criticism attach either to the law which fails to apply the remedy or to the 
borrowers of banks who are unable to pay their obligations in crises. 


Greater Spirit of Fairness Is Urged Toward Banks 


If a little more of the spirit of fairness were to be injected into a con- 
sideration and discussion of this subject, the masses of the people would 
be less inclined to hold prejudice against or criticise banks, for, after all, 
the banks are only the ‘‘warehouses’’ of the credits of the community and 
the credits they control are subject to the ebb and flow incident to the 
fluctuations in business. 

In one breath a man will eriticise the banks for not extending eredit 
to the publie in times of stress; in another he will criticise the bankers 
for violating the National Banking law by loaning money when to do so 
impairs their reserves, thereby showing an attitude of inconsistency which 
I am unable to reconcile. 


So-Called “Money Power” Results From Banking Law 


I have heard more or less criticism of banks in this country upon the 
theory that the ‘‘Money Power’’ is in the hands of too few people. 

Inasmuch as whatever control individuals may now have of our bank- 
ing power comes to them under and by virtue of the National Banking 
law, as the result of a concentration of reserves in the central-reserve cities 
and through legitimate practices in the ordinary trend of business, and 
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not, mark you, through any violation or evasion of the law on their part, 
would it not be far more becoming to criticise the law which forces this 
condition rather than to criticise the men who under the law have the 
condition forced upon them? 

As one who has been accused of admitting that the ‘‘ Money Power’’ 
under existing conditions, or the power to extend eredit in times of crises, 
rests in the hands of a few bankers in this country whose institutions earry 
the surplus banking reserves, I have for three years past been making a 
plea to the people of this country to assist in securing legislation providing 
for a system of banking and currency, which it is believed, will very ma- 
terially decentralize the money power by placing it within the control of 
several thousand banks, rather than to have it literally controlled by the 
bankers in the central-reserve cities, as at present. 


Bankers in Reserve Centers Realize Their Responsibility 

So far as I know and believe, the majority of the bankers in the cen- 
tral-reserve cities recognize the enormity of the responsibility which rests 
upon them under the existing law and would welcome any legislation that 
is just and fair which would both minimize this responsibility and free 
them from the unjust accusations that are constantly being made against 
them. 

The banks of the country are the servants and not the masters of the 
people, and it is always to their advantage to serve the people provided 
conditions are such that they ean do so without an infraction of the bank- 
ing law. 


Depositors Are the Best Judge if Bankers Deserve Criticism 

We find a class of people referring to the financial institutions of this 
country as members of a ‘‘Money Trust’’ and ‘‘Lawbreakers,’’ but, are 
not those depositors and intelligent business men who are in close relation- 
ship with the bankers, through daily business and personal contact and 
who have an insight into their methods of conducting the business affairs 
of their institutions, qualified to intelligently judge as to whether or not 
bankers are the criminals they are portrayed by some to be? Can you 
reconcile these accusations with the fact that the business of such institu- 
tions is constantly increasing, and very largely too through the good offices 
of their customers and depositors, who, recognizing the value of the service 
rendered and the treatment accorded them, try to induce their friends to 
transfer their accounts to the bank with which they do business. 


Thinks Acrimonious Criticism Unwarranted 


In view of the good treatment extended by banks to that army of active, 
intelligent business men and citizens of this country who have been suc- 
cessful, I cannot but feel this acrimonious criticism of banks and their 
treatment of the public emanates from a decided minority of our people. 
Indeed, to those who have been most active in their efforts to encourage 
the enactment of currency legislation, one of the chief discouragements 
encountered has sprung from the fact that business men and individuals 
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have been treated so considerately and well by the banks that they have 
not had a proper realization of the great necessity for currency legisla- 
tion, and, therefore, have been more or less indifferently inclined toward it. 

If the banks had failed to serve the public so satisfactorily or they had 
mistreated or attempted to take unfair advantage of their customers, do 
you think this great army of people would have been slow to make them- 
selves heard; and in this event do you not think there would have been the 
greatest interest in and support by it of any movement which was ecaleu- 
lated to bring about currency reform? 


Defends Action of the Banks In 1907 


While I have heard much criticism of the policy of the management of 
banks in New York City during the panic days of 1907, which I know to 
be unfair and unjust, I regret to say that, on the other hand, I have seen 
but few expressions of commendation of the many examples of the self- 
sacrificing, noble and patriotie efforts made by many bankers of that city 
to allay the fear born of a disturbed publie confidence and with a view of 
bringing order out of chaos, thus protecting our institutions at home and 
our integrity abroad,—so aptly illustrating how quickly criticism will pre- 
vail and how tardy we often are in according justice to those who, by a 
close adherence to their fidelity to the welfare of the people, often sink 
personality and self-interest for the common good. 

If the impending investigation can be divested of everything except 
an honest desire to find the cause of any unsatisfactory existing condi- 
tions, I believe it will result in good, for I feel confident it will be found 
that most of those conditions which have been the subject of criticism 
have been the outgrowth of the inadequacy of our system of banking and 
currency, and that bankers, in general, instead of entering into collusion 
with each other to control the money power for improper uses, are in fact 
only accepting such responsibilities as come to them naturally and by 
virtue of and under the law, and, furthermore, that they are striving to 
the best of their ability to render to the public a proper accounting of 
their stewardship. 


Duty of the Banker to the Public 


I should like to say a few words upon what I regard as the duty of the 
banker, as well as the duty of the capital he controls, to the public, but 
since my views are so well known to you and the time at my disposal so 
brief, suffice it to say that we must, if we are free from cause for criticism, 
always have in mind the necessity for the practice of high ideals and the 
establishment of high standards in business, doing what we can to make 
the capital under our control do the greatest possible good in the upbuild- 
ing of our industrial and commercial enterprises; and in the extending of 
eredit we should not ask: ‘‘Is the applicant a friend or an enemy,’’ but 
rather we should determine as to whether or not the credit is wanted for 
legitimate purposes and as to whether or not it will be properly secured 
and repaid at maturity. 

I should like to refer to the money planks in the platforms of the three 
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great political parties, but time and the fear of overtaxing your patience 
prevents. If, however, any of you can see anything in those planks to 
encourage bankers in an honest effort to help provide a proper system of 
banking and currenecy,—a system which would correct the evils of the 
system under which we are forced to work,—I should be glad to have you 
point it out. 

Criticises Politicians for Failure to Help 


The failure on the part of those prominent in shaping the policies of 
the great political parties, to inspire in the members of those parties a 
patriotic desire to consider this and other great national questions honestly 
and fairly, on their merits, without respect as to whether or not it will 
make or lose votes for their party candidates, is causing a great deal of 
industrial and social unrest. If the time and thought given by some to the 
promoting of class prejudice and hatred could be devoted by them to an 
effort to promote qualities of mind and heart that would reflect fair treat- 
ment, justice and equity, much of the contention which is now so prevalent 
would be dissipated. 

Being more or less optimistic by nature and of a philosophical bent, 
and trying at all times to believe that what is, may ultimately result for 
the best, I see in these contentions and differences of opinion upon this 
and other questions, this lesson, viz: the necessity for a careful study of 
all of our national questions with open, unprejudiced minds, in the hope 
that we may become factors in the creation of a public sentiment which 
will tend to insure their settlement along wise and just lines and result 
in the greatest good to the greatest number. 


Bankers Naturally Are Impatient 


As bankers who have studied the philosophy of our business and think 
we know something of the laws of economies as applied to our organiza- 
tion of credit, we are impatient because others who are not students of this 
subject and whose activities and studies have been along other lines do not 
support our theories and recommendations with more readiness and enthu- 
siasm, but I sometimes wonder if we, on the other hand, are any better 
equipped to consider and help determine other questions, such as the 
tariff for instance, than our neighbors are to help solve the questions 
involved requiring the enactment of currency legislation. I very much 
doubt it, and I want to say that to my mind all these national problems 
that are becoming more frequent in number and more complex in char- 
acter, if settled fairly must be settled by the force of a public opinion 
that reflects a knowledge on the part of the masses of the intricacies of 
our Governmental policies as they relate to economies as applied in our 
business. 

Urges Open-minded, Honest Agitation 


Believing, as I do, that open-minded, honest agitation of any question 
in which the public is interested, prompted by a laudable purpose and 
kept free from animus and prejudice, will tend to secure a proper solution 
of that question, I desire to disavow any antagonism for or opposition to 
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the impending investigation of the so-called ‘‘ Money Trust’’ by the House 
Banking and Currency Committee; on the contrary, I shall be glad to 
do what I can to co-operate with the members of that committee so long 
as their activities are exerted along the lines of an honest endeavor: eal- 
culated to promote better methods and higher ideals in business. 


Criticism Should be Prompted Only by High Motives 


Inasmuch as under good business conditions all lines of industry are 
active and prosperous and labor is fully employed, and since the ramifiea- 
tions of business affect every class of our people, public agitation of any 
question which can seriously affect business and thereby minimize the 
measure of the prosperity of the masses should be prompted only by the 
highest motives, and publie discussion of that subject should be along 
honest, honorable, conservative lines. 


Credit Is Extremely Sensitive and Easily Disturbed 


Good business conditions insuring the full employment of labor means 
the free use of capital and credit. The greater portion of the credit thus 
employed has its inception in and is backed by the various banks of the 
country, and if those credits are stable our people must have confidence 
in our financial institutions which undertake to protect them. 

Credit, even when based upon a proper premise, is extremely sensitive, 
and anything which disturbs public confidence at once impairs the quan- 
tity as well as the usefulness of eredit which so largely enters into our 
general prosperity. 

The business of the banks and the prosperity of the masses are so 
intimately related through the use of credit that you cannot harm one 
without adversely affecting the other. 


Investigations Should Be Purely to Improve Conditions 

Therefore, everyone, no matter how great or small his business may be, 
should be interested in encouraging only such a plan of procedure in the 
investigation as will be required to determine the actual facts, keeping it 
free from prejudice or political bias, for any plan of procedure whieh 
would result in disturbing publie confidence would affect our institution 
of credit and thereby carry its blighting effects into every home. 

Every banker in his relation to the public welfare should be in sym- 
pathy and co-operate with every movement which is honestly calculated 
to improve public conditions, but, knowing as we do that our system of 
banking and currency makes no provision for the protection of credit 
when public confidence is disturbed or impaired, we, as bankers, should 
not hesitate to direct the attention of the publie to possible dangers to 
business that may be encountered if this investigaion should at any time 
be shorn of an honesty of purpose born of a desire for improved econdi- 
tions. In this event bankers should not be found lacking in the courage 
to discourage, or even resist, any movement created for the purpose of 
capitalizing any prejudice for the benefit of any political party or for 
the advantage of anyone. 
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I do not believe the bankers of the country will enter the slightest 
objection to the making of a comprehensive investigation of the banks 
by those charged by the House with that responsibility, so long as such 
investigation does not require them to disclose to the public the confiden- 
tial relations existing between themselves and their customers, the divul- 
gence of which might greatly embarrass the customer, and thereby do 
serious injury to the banks. In my opinion the banks should, and I believe 
they would to the limit of their ability to do so, decline to make this infor- 
mation public. 


Disclosure of Confidential Relationship Would Work Injury 


If a banker can be forced to disclose a confidential relationship between 
his bank and its customer, it would require but a short step further to 
capitalize for the gratification of prejudice the confidences between the 
attorney and his client, as well as the secrets of the confessional. 

I cannot believe a condition exists which can begin to justify such 
drastic treatment; no more do I believe Congress will take any action 
which would strike so directly at the personal rights and liberties of the 
people. 

Since the laws enacted must be of a character to meet the approval 
of public opinion, and since bankers, as well as those engaged in other 
lines of business, must be governed by these laws, surely we, as bankers, 
who are so keenly interested in the discussion of this subject so vitally 
important to our welfare, cannot reasonably be criticised for honestly 
expressing our opinion upon it. 


Disclaims Desire to Question Motive of Investigators 


I do not mean to question the attitude toward this investigation of 
any of those who have any connection with the work, for, until I am 
shown to the contrary by their work, I shall be pleased to believe that their 
efforts will be prompted only by the highest motives born of an honest 
desire to improve public conditions and free from any desire on their 
part to needlessly annoy, much less harm our financial institutions, which 
are the very bulwarks of our national strength. 


TIME WILL BE REQUIRED

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RAILROAD PROSPECTS IN UNITED STATES 


By SAMUEL O. DUNN 


E can best appraise the railway situation in the United States 
in American railway history. In that year the Esch-Townsend 
few years. Roundly speaking, the year 1905 began a new epoch 
in 1912 if we first very briefly survey the events of the past 

bill, providing that when the Interstate Commerce Commission should find 

a rate unreasonable it should substitute for it a rate, was 

passed by the National House of Representatives. This was the first fruits 

of President Roosevelt’s campaign to secure more effective national regula- 
tion of railways. The Esch-Townsend bill was the precursor of the Hep- 
burn law, which was enacted in 1906 and gave the Interstate Commerce 

Commission authority, after complaint and hearing, to fix reasonable maxi- 

mum rates, and also to regulate the traffic and operation of railways in 

other important ways.

Growth of Anti-Railway Sentiment 


The heated and protracted controversy over this legislation aroused 
public sentiment against the roads, and this and other causes led in 1907 
to a flood of State regulatory legislation, including numerous acts reducing 
freight rates and fixing two cents per mile as the maximum passenger 
fare. Late in 1907 came the panic. In the next calendar year railway 
gross earnings declined about $300,000,000; and roads having a mileage 
of over 8,000 became bankrupt. 

Meantime, in 1907, many classes of employes had demanded and re- 
ceived advances in wages. In 1908 the railways began a fruitless attempt 
to advance their freight rates. They also started appealing to the courts 
to nullify many of the State laws that had been passed, in much of which 
litigation they have been successful. In 1910 they made a determined 
effort to advance their freight rates. This was met by the passage of the 
Mann-Elkins act, giving the Interstate Commeree Commission authority 
to restrain advances in rates. In the exercise of its new power the Com- 
mission in the spring of 1911, forbade the advances. Meantime, more em- 
ployes, especially in the eastern part of the country, had sought and secured 
increases in wages. Some of them obtained still further advances in 1911. 


While these increases in wages and extensions of Government contro!

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were going on, business had been fluctuating. In 1907 traffic and earnings 
were the heaviest in history. We have already seen that 1908 was a bad 
year. In the early part of the calendar year 1909 business continued poor; 
but in the latter half of the year it picked up, and in the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1910, traffic and earnings were unprecedently large. It was 
greatly because of this that the Interstate Commerce Commission held in 
the ‘‘rate advance’’ cases that the railways did not need any higher rates. 


When Traffic Earnings Began To Decrease 


The Commission had not rendered its decision when traffic earnings be- 
gan to decline, and the fiscal year 1911 showed a reduction in gross earn- 
ings per mile, an increase in operating expenses per mile, and a consequent 
decrease in net operating revenue per mile from $3,936 to $3,640. The 
figures for the calendar year 1911 were similar to those for the fiscal year. 
And then in January and February, 1912, came the severest winter weather 
with which railway men had had to deal in a generation. Extreme and 
prolonged cold and extraordinary snows ran the operating expenses of 
many roads up and reduced their gross earnings with positively startling 
effects on net earnings. 

Naturally, beset by such conditions, railway managers have reduced 
new construction to a minimum and effected all the retrenchments practic- 
able without impairment of the service of the physical condition of the 
properties. In some cases they did not keep within these limits. 


Increase in Wages a Factor 


Out of this combination and complication of conditions has grown the 
railway situation of 1912. The year was yet young when the railways 
east of Chicago and north of the Ohio and Potomae riyers—where the 
roads and their traffic and earnings are more like those in the leading 
countries of Europe than elsewhere in the United States—received a de- 
mand from their locomotive enginemen for higher wages. This the man- 
agers have rejected; and their action is not surprising in view of statisties 
compiled by the Bureau of Railway Economies, of Washington, D. C. 
These statistics show that, disregarding changes in the number of employes, 
the wages paid on roads more than 500 miles long in the eastern group 
were $27,784,470, or 5.7 per cent greater in the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1911, than in the fiscal year 1910, and $40,999,467, or 8.6 per cent more 
than in the fiscal year 1909. The increase, similarly computed, in the wages 
of employes on 188,760 miles of road (out of a total mileage of about 
240,000 in the United States) was in 1911 $41,868,822 over 1910, an in- 
crease of 4.3 per cent, and $69,297,678 over 1909, an increase of 7.4 per cent. 





Relation to Wages of Rates 


At one time every demand of railway employes for wage increases re- 
ceived the support of public sentiment. For several reasons the recent 
demands of enginemen and other employes have not met with public appro- 
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bation. The railways have been giving the public the facts, and it has, 
therefore, become aware that the wages of railway employes have been 
largely increased and are much higher in proportion than those of other 
workingmen. The public has also begun to see that the roads cannot con- 
tinue to make increases in wages without it becoming necessary to offset 
them with increases in freight and passenger rates. The State of Texas 
has been peculiarly arbitrary and benighted in its regulation of railways. 
Therefore certain statements in a Texas paper, the Galveston ‘‘ News,’’ of 
March 31, 1912, are very significant of the present attitude of public senti- 
ment throughout the country: | 


‘* Although nominally the demand for increased wages is made of the 
railroads, it is in reality made of the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
for there is not much reason to doubt that the railroads have reached the 
point where to increase their expenditures without a corresponding in- 
crease of income must have the consequence of bankruptcy for many of 
them, at least, and financial embarrassment for probably all of them.’’ 


See Hope of Reversal of Public Opinion 


The Interstate Commerce Commission in certain of its opinions, and 
some of its members individually, in public utterances, have implied un- 
mistakably that when the railways seek advances in rates because of in- 
ereases in wages they must show that the higher wages are reasonable. 

The railways appear, therefore, to be in a fair way to get the backing 
of public opinion and public authorities in resisting further increases in 
wages, if, indeed, they have not got it already; and it is probable there 
will be no more general advances for some time to come. It appears equally 
improbable, with public opinion on the subject what it is, that the more 
important and conservative brotherhoods of railway employes would strike 
to enforce their demands. 


Fair Play for the Railways 


Every Anglo-Saxon community likes fair play; and as within the last 
eight years there have been passed about 1,800 State and national laws for 
the regulation of almost every detail of the railway business, there has 
been spreading among the people a feeling that the roads ought to be given 
a rest. Then some of the regulation which was intended, by exposing to 
the public eye the facts about the railway situation, to show that rates 
should be subjected to further drastic reductions, has not had the results 
which its advocates anticipated. For example, in some States valuations 
have been made with the expectation that they would show that the rail- 
ways were over-capitalized and were earning excessive profits on their 
watered stock. 


Some State Valuations and How Made 


But while the valuation placed on the railways in South Dakota was 
less than the capitalization alloted on a mileage basis to that State, the 
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valuation in Wisconsin came to about the same amount as the capitaliza- 
tion, and the valuations in Minnesota and Washington, where there are 
large terminals, substantially exceeded the capitalizations. The United 
States Circuit Court, moreover, subsequently, held that the Minnesota 
valuation was too low. In several other instances, also, notably in the so- 
called ‘‘rate advance’’ cases, the railways have presented evidence show- 
ing that the natural increment in railway property and the permanent im- 
provements in it which have been made from earnings have so increased 
the value of the property as to have soaked up most, or all, and in some 
cases more than all, of the ‘‘water’’ that was pumped into the stock of 
some roads in past years. The conservative report of the National Rail- 
road Securities Commission, which was appointed to investigate and make 
recommendations on the subject of regulation of the issuance of railway 
securities, has also had a sedative effect on public sentiment. 


Suppression of Rebating Has Been Beneficial 


The suppression of rebating, the reduction of the often corrupt political 
activity of a certain class of railway lawyers, and other similar develop- 
ments likewise have played their part. The result is that press and public 
are more friendly in their attitude towards the railways now than in 
years before. The effect of this on Congress is indicated by the fact that 
no important measure for the regulation of railways has as yet been passed 
at the present session, and it looks as if none will be. Nor have the State 
legislatures and commissions been recently causing much trouble. The 
signs are that if the railway managers continue to behave and to put forth 
efforts to edueate public opinion, they will get along pretty well with the 
legislatures, with Congress and the State and Interstate commissions for 
some time. 


Now In An Era of Economies 


While the relations of the roads with the public have been improving 
the managers have been striving as never before to effect all manner of 
economies. Students of railway affairs are familiar with the improve- 
ments that were made in the railways of the country in the years 1897- 
1907 to reduce the cost of transportation, including extensive reduction 
of grades, realignment of track, purchase of larger cars and more powerful 
locomotives, and so on. The economy campaign that recently has been 
widely raged has been directed, not so much toward the effecting of huge 
reductions in expenses, as toward the accomplishment of numerous small 
savings and the elimination of numerous small wastes, although on many 
roads the introduction of Mallet locomotives, the reduction of grades and 
the inerease of trainloads have continued to be pushed vigorously. In 
consequence it is probable that the railways of the United States are to- 
day managed with more economy, both as to large and small matters, than 
ever before. It is only by such methods that the managements have been 
able to prevent the large increases in wages and the fluctuations of traffic 
from having disastrous effects on net earnings. Never was the resource- 
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fulness of the American railway manager more severely tested or more 
strikingly demonstrated than by the way he has dealt with this very 
condition. 

Traffic Facilities a Drawback 


There is one dark cloud that looms rather largely on the horizon. It 
will be recalled that in 1907 and the immediately preceding years the rail- 
ways of the United States suffered severely from congestions of traffic 
caused by inadequacy of their facilities. After the panies traffic fell off, 
and, excepting in 1910, it has continued to be lighter than in 1907. Dur- 
ing the four calendar years ended with 1907, 18,695 miles of new line were 
built, while during the last four years the mileage built was but 14,150. 
During the four years 1904-7, inclusive, the number of freight cars ordered 
was 939,902, while in the four years ended with 1911 the number was but 
526,350. During the former four-year period the railroads ordered 17,927 
locomotives, while during the last four years the purchases aggregated 
only 11,169. These statistics are based on figures furnished by the rail- 
ways annually to the ‘‘Railway Age Gazette.’’ As, despite the large amount 
of new construction and the large purchase in the four years ended with 
1907 the railways in both the fall and winter of 1906-7 and in the fall of 
1907 suffered severely from congestion of traffic and what were called 
‘‘ear shortages,’’ it is impossible to believe, in the face of figures showing 
that the new construction and the purchases of equipment in the last four 
years have been so much smaller than they were during the preceding four 


years, that the roads have been adequately increasing, or even maintaining 
their facilities. It is to be feared, therefore, that should a great revival 
of business and a consequent heavy inerease in traffic come, the carriers 
would not be able satisfactorily to cope with it. 


Sees Plenty of Ground for Hope 


However, surveying the railway situation in the United States as a 
whole, it seems to afford more ground for hope than apprehension. The 
labor situation, while far from satisfactory, shows a more conciliatory 
spirit than heretofore. The attitude of press and public toward the roads 
is distinctly friendly. The shippers are complaining less about rates than 
for a long time. The Interstate Commerce Commission and some of the 
Federal courts have been rendering decisions which give promise of relief 
from requirements by State regulating authorities, which often make it 
hard for the railways to comply with the requirements of the national 
regulating authorities. The railway managers are striving, while operating 
the properties efficiently, to satisfy all of the reasonable demands of the 
public. When the sweep of traffic increases, it may be found that improve- 
ments that have been made in operating methods and facilities will render 
it practicable to handle the business with some degree of satisfaction until 
further facilities can be provided. As the American public understands 
the railway situation better than it ever did before, even if transportation 
conditions should become unsatisfactory the public might make more allow- 
ances for them than in the past. There is less talk now than formerly of 
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the right of the public to limit the net earnings of the railways to a ‘‘fair 
return,’’ and more talk of the public necessity of allowing them to earn 


at least a fair return—a significant change. It is within the bounds of 
conservatism to say that the railway situation in the United States now 
affords more reasons for optimism than for a considerable number of years.

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At the meeting of the Executive Council of 
The American Bankers Association, held at 
Nashville, Tenn., May 1 and 2, 1911, the report 
of the Clearing House Committee in regard 
toa universal system of numbering all the 
banks of the United States for transit pur- 
poses, was approved and adopted, and 
The Rand-McNally Bankers’ Directory was 
appointed to give the official numbers to all 
banks and to compile and publish the Official 
Directory containing these numbers. 


AMBASSADOR HERRICK at Paris has 

reported to the State Department that 
in his work of investigating the coopera- 
tive credit systems of Europe he has the 
voluntary assistance of Edwin Chamber- 
lain, of San Francisco, as representative of 
the American Bankers’ Association, and 
John D. Dillon, president of the Agricul- 
tural Asociation of New York. These men 
are giving their services gratis simply to 
assist Ambassador Herrick in the compila- 
tion of his exhaustive report on European 
cooperative credit systems which it is pro- 
posed to make the basis of some system 
of land mortgage banks to be organized in 
this country. 
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Mr. Herrick also reports that E. N. Breit- 
ung, of Marquette, Mich., and Breckinridge 
Jones, of St. Louis, Mo., who are now in 
Paris, will add their services in the work of 
investigating this question. Mr. Breitung 
is interested in the ore business in the 
northwest, and considers that the coopera- 
tive credit system will work wonders in 
the development of the waste lands of the 
northwest, which for years have remained 
undeveloped, in his opinion, largely on 
account of the lack of cheap money. Mr. 
Jones is also a man of independent fortune, 
and has volunteered to help Mr. Herrick 
simply because of the great benefit which 
he, as a banker, believes will accrue to the 
American farmer and, through him, to the 
entire nation through the adoption of the 
cooperative credit system in the United 
States, 

Two other men have placed themselves 
on Ambassador Herrick’s auxiliary staff— 
Todd Ford, of California, and Mr. Ingalls, 
son of ex-Senator Ingalls, of Kansas. 
Neither of these men is receiving compen- 
sation for his services. Mr. Ford is pre- 
paring himself for the Diplomatic Service. 

The services of these men, Ambassador 
Herrick believes, will enable the embassy 
to so push the work of the compilation of 
the various reports which will be sent in 
by the American diplomatic officers that 
the final report will be ready for President 
Taft by October next, which will probably 
give him an opportunity to submit his 
legislative views at the next session of 
Congress, which convenes in December. 





CONSIDERABLE SPACE in the recent cir- 

cular of the National City Bank of New 
York is devoted to a discussion of the 
changing conditions of agriculture in this 
country. In the previous month’s circular 
there was a similar discussion which occa- 
sioned considerable comment, and_ this 
article just issued is supplemental to that. 
Some of the western bankers have pointed 
out that in their states there still remain 
important bodies of good fertile land open 
to settlement upon moderate terms. The 
Naional City Bank suggests that either the 
regularly constituted authorities of these 
states or the bankers’ organizations or 
other organizations of enterprising citizens 
should take vigorous action to spread this 
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knowledge throughout the whole country 
and to attract to their own localities the 
steady stream of emigrants who are leav- 
ing this country to find lands and homes in 
the Canadian Northwest. It is pointed out 
that the loss of every such farmer is a na- 
tional loss, and that we are losing these 
valuable citizens by the tens of thousands, 
all of whom presumably would prefer to 
remain citizens of this country when shown 
that they obtain as good and as cheap land 
here as they can elsewhere. 


“Our which have such 
lands to offer should be urged actively to 
present their latent possibilities to our 
land-seeking people,” says the National City 
Bank. “Undoubtedly there is in the aggre- 
gate a vast amount of idle and unimproved 
land in this country which is susceptible of 
cultivation. 


western states 


It is to be seen on every hand 
as one passes along highways and railways. 
There are swamps to drain, worthless wood- 
lands to clear, and even on good farms a 
great deal of unutilized land. The amount 
of rough land now producing little or noth- 
ing which could be made good for pasturage 
is enormous. But all of these lands require 
a considerable expenditure of money or 
labor to bring results. They are usually 
covered with a thicket of underbrush, 
which is a testimonial to the fertility of 
the soil, but is a costly nuisance to remove, 
High prices of food products will eventually 
bring about the development of these lands, 
but naturally this has not been done while 
cheap and fertile prairie lands were to be 
had. It is not likely that the develop- 
ment of these lands will have the effect of 
bringing down the price of food, but they 
may probably hold rising prices in check 
for a time. 


“The railway companies, with commend- 
able public spirit, have entered actively 
upon a campaign of education in soil cul- 
ture. Some six years ago the Pennsylvania 
Railroad established a demonstration farm 
at Bacon, Delaware, taking over for its ex- 
periments several old and supposedly worn- 
out farms. By scientific methods this soil 
has been renewed and made very productive, 
The railroad officials have been so impressed 
with what has been accomplished that they 
have determined to repeat the demonstra- 
tion at several points along its lines, and 
to this end have appointed an official agri- 
culturist to take charge of the work. The 
New York Central Company is doing the 


same thing, and so is the Southern Railway, 
the Long Island Railway and other roads 
that might be named. The railways were 
first to begin this work, but their activities 
are now being effectually supplemented by 
those of the bankers’ associations. The 
field is big enough and important enough 
to enlist the best energies of our people. 
Well-informed people know that the cost of 
living will never be brought down by any 
amount of legislation or political action. 
It has gone up because there are more 
mouths to feed with no proportionate in- 
crease in the supply of food, and no more 
serious tendency than that could affect any 
people.” 


AN EXCEEDINGLY interesting and _in- 

structive article has been written by H. 
M. Cottrell, agricultural commissioner of the 
Rock Island Lines, which because of the 
information it contains is worthy of re- 
production here. It is entitled, “The Vital 
Problem In Farming,” and says: 

“The yield of corn per acre must be 
largely increased, or land values will have 
to suffer a severe drop, or a large part of 


the best corn lands will have to pass from 
owners who work it themselves to wealthy 
men and rich corporations who can stand 
low returns, provided the investment is cer- 


tain. Land in the corn states has increased 
rapidly in selling value, while the produc- 
tivity of much of it has been decreasing 
steadily. Much of the high-priced corn 
land is barely giving a net annual return 
of 4 percent on the investment. 

“The U. S. Department of Agriculture 
reports for a 10-year average that the yield 
of corn per acre per year is, in Illinois, 34.7 
bushels; Iowa, 32.3 bushels; Missouri, 28.6 
bushels; Nebraska, 27.4 bushels, and in Kan- 
sas, 22.4 bushels. 

“Forty acres is usually considered the 
acreage that one man and a team can 
handle. At 50 cents a bushel the gross 
returns from 40 acres of corn in Illinois 
will average $694. A tenant will have to 
give at least one-third rent; often he gives 
one-half the crop for rent. At one-third 
rental, the tenant gets a gross return of 
$463. It takes him six months for himself 
and team and he has to furnish and keep 
in repair harness, wagon, plow, harrow and 
cultivator. This is $77 a month for him- 
self, his team, their feed and his imple- 
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ments. A Kansas corn grower gets a gross 
income of $50 a month for the six months 
for himself, his team, feed and implements. 
These six months are the most remunera- 
tive part of the year. 


“A brakeman on a freight train receives 
from $75 to $90 a month, does not furnish 
team, tools or anything else, works fewer 
hours a week and has more time to spend 
raising a garden and chickens. This is the 
reason that tens of thousands of young 
people leave the farm and go to the city. 
City wages are higher than average farm 
returns to the man with little capital. 


“There is a nation-wide movement among 
progressive city men to build good country 
roads, to make country schools what they 
should be, to broaden and make effective 
the country church and to make social con- 
ditions in country life attractive. Every 
one of these projects is good, but the move- 
ment begins at the wrong end of the diffi- 
culty. Make average farming pay, as 
good farming now pays, and the rush will 
be to the farm instead of away from it. 
Demonstrate to young men and young 
women that average brains and skill can 
make good profits on a farm by using 
modern methods and the smartest, the 
most energetic, and tne most am>»t ous 
young people will become farmers and irom 
their profits will build good roads, create 
good schools, maintain churches that will 
become an important part of the com- 
munity life and make farm life the most 
attractive in the world. 


“The dominant crop for prosperity in the 
Mississippi Valley is the corn crop, The 
average yield can be made 60 bushels an 
acre, and the profits more than doubled any 
time, in one season, at a total cost of not 
to exceed 50 cents for each acre. It has been 
demonstrated over and over again in every 
corn growing community that seed with 
strong vitality will, with the usual prepara- 
tion of the soil and cultivation of the crop, 
produce 60 to 75 bushels an acre. The 
year 1911 was a disastrous corn year in 
every state, owing to continuous drought. 
Iowa averaged 31 bushels an acre and Kan- 
sas 14144 bushels. An Iowa farmer in one 
of the worst drought-stricken districts of 
his state, raised and sold 8,000 bushels from 
100 acres—80 bushels an acre. There were 
a good many farmers in all the other corn 
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states who secured similar yields as the 
result of good methods. 


“The stand of corn in the Mississippi 
Valley has not averaged in any year over 
60 percent. The farmer who has plowed, 
planted and cultivated 40 acres of corn has 
had stalks growing on only 24 acres; the 
other 16 acres were bare. Seed of strong 
vitality insures a full stand and increases 
the yield per stalk. A good stand from 
vigorous seed means a yield of at least 60 
to 75 bushels an acre, 


“Seed corn of the strongest vitality can 
be secured by going into the fields a week 
before frost, gathering good, well-matured 
ears that grow on strong, thick stalks, cur- 
ing the ears in normal temperature until 
kernel and cob are thoroughly dry and hard, 
and keeping the corn until planting time, 
where it will not become damp, or get 
either heated or chilled. The yield can be 
further increased by giving each ear a ger- 
mination test in the spring and planting 
seed from those ears only that show great 
vitality. It takes 16 ears to plant an acre 
and the selecting, curing, keeping and test- 
ing of 16 ears of seed corn that will insure 


high yields and increased profits can be 
done at a total cost of, not to exceed, 50 
cents, Will the average corn grower do it? 
He never has. 


“The number of beef cattle has been 
steadily decreasing for ten years. There 
are probably today ten million less beef 
animals in the United States than a normal 
supply, and fat cattle and beef are the 
highest that they have been for 45 years. 
There will be no relief from these condi- 
tions until the annual production of corn 
has been largely increased. The quantity 
now being produced is needed for other 
purposes than feeding and is easily mar- 
keted at a high price. Growers prefer to sell 
it rather than to take the risks of feeding. 
Were the total production of corn doubled, 
there would be sufficient to supply all 
market demands and leave a surplus for 
feeding. Then, and not until then, will 
there be an ample supply of beef at a 
reasonable price. 


“The man or men, organization or organi- 
zations who can induce the average corn 
grower to gather and save seed of strong 
vitality will go a long way towards solv- 
ing one of the most difficult problems of 
both country and city living.” 





THE FINANCIAL AND BUSINESS SITUATION

WHILE MONEY IS working very much 

closer the world over and is the dominant 
feature in the present situation, there is 
really. no cause for anxiety. This is a 
natural development for this season of the 
year so far as this country is concerned, 
and were the bank reserves at eastern cen- 
ters in normal condition there would be 
little cause for apprehension on that ac- 
count. Unfortunately the banking situa- 
tion is not entirely satisfactory for the 
reason that the revival in general trade 
seems to have been more rapid than eastern 
bankers believed possible and in addition to 
this the demand on the part of Canada for 
assistance in moving the crop is likely to 
prove much greater than expected. 

In the last two years the loans in the 
national banks of this country have in- 
creased enormously and at a time when 
business has not been normally active. The 


question naturally arises as to how this 
increase in loans has been brought about. 


It does not necessarily mean that the bank- 
ing situation is unsound. In fact the re- 
verse seems to be the case. But the in- 
crease in loans in all probability represents 
a large amount of undigested securities 
carried by underwriting syndicates at the 
banks as collateral to loans, These securi- 
ties if carried on a sufficiently wide mar- 
gin, can be marketed at a price, should the 
banks find it necessary to call the loans 
to meet the requirements of their ordinary 


customers. 


General business and trade continues to 
reflect expansive activity and a gradual 
growing confidence is a most reassuring 
development, especially when underlying 
this is an unusually large crop production. 
Government statistics on cotton indicate 
an improvement that promises to bring the 
total production close to 14,000,000 bales, 
which is a very satisfactory crop of a com- 
modity that enters so largely into our ex- 
port trade. The corn crop which is now 
practically out of danger gives prospects 
of one of the largest productions that this 
country has ever experienced, This means 
in a way cheaper meats and other food- 
stuffs and adds materially to our creation 
of new wealth which is the basis of our 
hope of avoiding unfortunate developments 
later on. 

The most unfavorable feature of our 
domestic situation is our investment mar- 
ket, which is considerably congested. This 
is not a characteristic of the American in- 
vestment market alone but applies with 
equal force abroad where the market for 
new capital issues is so congested as to 
cause considerable anxiety, although there 
are signs of slight improvement in some 
directions. 

In our own investment situation there 
are several things which are not satisfactory. 
Our railroads are seriously handicapped, 
being in need of new capital and yet their 
curtailed through their 
inability to increase their revenues in pro- 


earnings are so 
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portion to their costs that they appear to 
be unable to pay the higher rate demanded 
by the discriminating investor for new 
capital without seriously jeopardizing their 
future in many instances.

Recently the demand of investors has 
been for bonds and short term securities 
that would yield better than 414 percent. 
The average railroad management has not 
reached the point where it feels justified 
in mortgaging its future earnings at a rate 
considerably higher than has been paid for 
new capital in former years. Probably the 
railroads will be forced to do this in the 
end, but what the result will be is prob- 
lematical unless there is some relief af- 
forded, either through a rigid paring down 
of costs or through an increase in freight 
rates. 

The railroads come in such close touch 
with almost every line of human endeavor 
both as a consumer and as a means of 
transportation that it is impossible for 
them to endure these hardships without in 
the end affecting other lines of trade. It 
is no little problem to transport necessities 
and luxuries for the comfort and subsistence 
of our 93,000,000 people. The task is made 
doubly hard when the roads are unable to 
provide the necessary equipment to perform 
this work without congestion. Congestion 
involves delay and a greater use of credit. 

It will therefore seem clear to the open- 
minded that much of our future prosperity 
depends upon the ability of our railroads to 
work out of their present unfortunate situ- 
ation. The difficulty that confronts the 
railroads at the moment is their inability 
to handle the traffic that is presenting 
itself without unnecessary delay and con- 
gestion. There is already felt a ear short- 
age that will delay the marketing of the 
crops materially. Railroad earnings just 
now are showing improvement, but what 
the effect of a period of serious congestion 
will be upon the net earnings is not diffi- 
cult to see. There is a period in railroad 
earnings where traflic can be handled at a 
profit and this period runs up to a condi- 
tion of congestion. When congestion is 
encountered the costs increase in a greater 
ratio and consequently soon eat up the 
profits, Naturally this would tend to cur- 
tail the credit of the railroad again, and 
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thus affect its buying power, which in turn 
must be reflected in other lines of trade.

The business situation is remarkably 
good, in fact there seems to be justification 
for the statement that the volume of busi- 
ness is even greater than many bankers 
and students of economic conditions have 
believed. Naturally the margin of profits 
are smaller than business men were accus- 
tomed to in former years and this probably 
accounts for the under-estimating of the 
real volume of business being done. It 
would also be reflected in our banking 
statistics. 

This large volume of business of course 
would account in a measure for some of the 
loan expansion in the banks, but in the 
recent improvement in business there has 
not been the increased demand for credit 
that one would expect in view of present 
crop prospects. This feature probably is 
accounted for by political influences, be- 
cause beyond a question our present do- 
mestic political situation is decidedly mixed 
and there are indications of some important 
changes in our governmental policies for 
the next four years. Naturally politics 
contribute to some extent in retarding busi- 
ness developments, In fact at the present 
time there are evidences in the commercial 
paper market of a less active demand from 
customers for funds or in other words there 
seems to be less paper being made than 
there was in July.

Turning to the stock market, one of the 
most striking features has been the per- 
sistent refusal of prices to respond, as in 
normal times, to the prospects of the larg- 
est crop production ever harvested in this 
country. Usually the stock market dis- 
counts such a development far in advance. 
This year it has persistently refused to do 
so. It has been maintained at a pretty 
steady level through abnormally exciting 
and disturbing political periods it is true. 
But why it has not responded with a 
greater advance is not clear unless this is 
explained by the influences of an adverse 
money market. Fundamental conditions in 
the general business world would seem be- 
yond a question to favor a decided upturn 
in the stock market, but money conditions 
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appear to be decidedly against this. In the 
last analysis money rules. 

Nor is this monetary situation confined 
to this country alone. At the moment we 
are entering a period when the money mar- 
ket is in a much less favorable position 
from the viewpoint of the stock market 
and of general business than it was a year 
ago. Our bank reserves in New York are 
being pulled down at a rapid rate. Our 
credit balance abroad has been reduced 
exceedingly fast, through the offering of 
finance bills. So fast have these bills 
poured into The Bank of England that it 
became necessary for that institution to 
increase its official rate of discount from 
3 to 4 percent, a month earlier than the 
advance was made a year ago when the 
monetary situation in Germany was very 
much more critical.

Reverting to the bond market, unfortu- 
nately the volume of new financing has been 
so large that the banks and investment 
houses are well loaded up with undigested 
underwritings that it will require time to 
bring about the absorption of these un- 
digested securities and get them into the 
hands of the ultimate investor. At the 
moment they are not attractive. Either 
the rate of interest and investment return 
at the price at which they are offered is 
not sufficient to induce the investor to buy 
or the equity underlying the bonds is not 
sufficiently great to afford him the safety 
that he requires. 

Unfortunately many of the issues of pub- 
lic utility and similar bonds yielding bet- 
ter than 5 percent, fall under the latter 
criticism and as a consequence, due to the 
discriminating ability of investors, they are 
still in the hands of the underwriting syndi- 
cates, being carried by the banks. The 
banks well safeguarded 
through the margin of safety, but in order 
to move these securities, underwriters must 
offer them at a price which will make them 
attractive even if the underwriters’ profit 
is wiped out.

Of course at the present time the crop 
moving demand for funds together with the 
mercantile requirements of the country has 
pressed so upon the money market as to 
firm up rates and seriously curtail the de- 


mand for bonds, but this is a seasonal de- 
velopment and cannot be taken as other 
than a temporary influence. But unfortu- 
nately the investment market reflects 
more than seasonal influence and this ap- 
plies with equal force to the foreign situa- 
tion as it does here.

The gradual firming up of money in New 
York and at other reserve centers clearly 
proves the wisdom of the western bankers, 
who several months ago saw the possibili- 
ties of just such a congested situation in 
our transportation business at a time when 
the crop movement was on. Even the most 
sanguine did not expect such a crop produc- 
tion as now seems at hand. But they did 
expect a revival in business that would make 
a considerable impression on the money 
market and, added to this the demand from 
Canada for funds to care for the crops of 
the northwest there need be no surprise 
of a rather tight money market this Fall. 

Canada has enjoyed a prolonged period 
of business activity and prosperity and her 
credits are pretty well extended. 
this year are enormous and they must be 
eared for. The Canadian banks usually 
carry in New York balances aggregating 
something like $100,000,000 and the greater 
part of this amount will be required at 
home this Fall, according to estimates of 
conservative bankers, for the agricultural 
requirements.

Already Canada has begun 
to take gold and not a little of the Cana- 
dian New York balances will be withdrawn 
in that form. Gold imports are within the 
possibilities. 


There is one feature in this development 
this year that is worthy of note and that 
is the fact that the Canadian banking sys- 
tem is proving totally inadequate to the re 
quirements of that country. A few big 
banks, with head offices in the eastern part 
of the Dominion, unable to 
furnish the necessary funds and credit to 
meet the requirements of that vast empire 
to the of the Great Lakes. Even 
Canadian bankers acknowledge that their 
banking and currency system must be re- 
vised to meet the new conditions.

In time this general situation will clear 
itself and the investment public, when it 
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begins to reap the benefit of the increased 
credit for which the developing crops fur- 
nish a basis, will begin to absorb the un- 
digested securities. Fortunately bankers 
and business men in this country have been 
proceeding with caution and in the very 
fact that our industrial and commercial 
activity in the last two years has under- 
gone a considerable readjustment and has 
not experienced any abnormal activity lies 
the salvation of the present situation. 
Our foreign credit balance has furnished 
us a bulwark against unfavorable develop- 
ments in the money market for a consider- 
able time. Just now this balance upon 
which the flotation of finance bills abroad 
in order to build up our bank reserves 
made an inroad, is being built up by our 
cotton exports. In another month, cotton 
will be going forward at a rapid rate and 
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those finance bills will be paid and there 
should be to our credit a neat balance un- 
less the monetary demand here becomes 
more insistent than even our more con- 
servative bankers are looking for.

SAFEGUARD AGAINST FORGERY 
By ALFRED W. MANSFIELD 
Of Logan & Bryan Commission House, New York and Chicago 


In considering the fact that at times 
where even the greatest precautions are 
taken as to signatures and credit standing, 
meaning general integrity more than re- 
sources, forgeries and sharp practice will 
pass, entailing losses and great bother to 
the banks. 

In filing signatures and inquiring as to 
the standing of customers the banks protect 
themselves to an extent but leave an open- 
ing for forgers, and with all the safeguards 
taken into consideration, the fact of signa- 
ture, while very good protection, needs to 
be augmented by circumstantial facts of 
evidence to bear out the authenticity of 
the check either through a counter signa- 
ture or what would be more valuable, a 
system of numbering, which could be ar- 
ranged between customer and bank. A 
strict adherence to this plan would create 
perhaps a trifle more labor for the clerical 
force of the bank but could be easily ex- 
acted of the depositors through a spirit of 
co-operation. 

When the fact that check forms can be 
procured indiscriminately, printed forms of 
the banks principally, you can realize that 
the unscrupulous person has their first step 
towards a criminal act created for them, 


so, therefore, in eliminating this step 
through a medium of authenticated num- 
bers between bank and customer, you will 
have a factor of circumstance as evidence 
in connection with the signature as to the 


genuineness of the document. 


To become of aid the above mentioned 
system would have to be entered into as 
a general plan by all banks and in turn 
outlined to the customers with right re- 
served by banks for return of checks on 
“No acceptance” until they would conform 
with the records, the same practice which 
is in vogue regarding endorsements. This 
would make the issue of checks careful with 
the understanding of diligence as to issue 
on part of drawer as of acceptance which 
is demanded of the banker in the final cul- 
mination of the transaction in charging 
account with bona fide items. 


This suggestion may give the idea of 
labor to the office worker but the fact is 
it can be worked very satisfactorily through 
a very simple method of reference between 
banker and accounts for mutual protection 
and thereby make forgery and attendant 
sharp practices an extremely hazardous 
undertaking. 
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The thirty-eighth annual convention of 
the American Bankers’ Association at Detroit 
went on record as willing to co-operate with 
any and all people in devising a financial 
system for this country which shall place us 
on a par with the other great commercial 
and competing nations; a system which shall 
give to the American people, all classes and 
conditions, the financial facilities and indus- 
trial advantages to which they are entitled. 
This attitude was taken after much deliber- 
ation among leading members owing to the 
formal opposition to the Aldrich plan of the 
Democratic and Progressive parties in the 
campaign and the failure of the Democratic 
party to indorse it. Many of those who 
have all along been stanch advocates of the 
plan have come to believe that the plan must 
be considerably modified before public opin- 
ion can be brought to indorse it.

Three warm contests developed at the 
national convention of the American Insti- 
tute of Banking at Salt Lake and these 
were over amendments to the constitution, 
selection of members of the executive coun- 
cil and choice of the convention city of 
1913.

According to the 
rules, this invitation could be made the 
subject of no official action, but was filed 
for later consideration.

In an address before the Orange county 
(California) Bankers’ Association, W. A. 
Zimmerman, president of the Orange 
County Savings & Trust Company of Santa 
Ana, Calif., discussed “The Blue Sky 
Boomer.” He said in part: 

“Few of us, if any, have not fallen, 
some time or another, to something that 
looked fairly good when explained by the 
smooth, well-posted salesman trained in the 
art of displaying his wares, and his guaran- 
tee of its wonderful possibilities for at 
least 25 to 50 per cent increase in two 
years or less, and 8 per cent quarterly 
dividends in the meantime. The usual 
methods of these smooth salesmen are so 
well known that most of us need no re- 
minder to recall their modus operandi of 
getting into the good graces of the bank 
or the bank officials. 
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“Letters from some one who knew of 
you, and knew that you were the most 
prominent man in your town or community, 
a regular bell-wether sort of fellow, so to 
speak; or that old advisory board talk, or 
the board of directors, or, the fourth or 
fifth vice-president gag; sometimes the 
division of profits, your bank the depository 
of the vast sums of money piling up year 
by year, which we could use for 2 per- 
cent or less, or the prospect of large sums 
of money of which you are to have the 
exclusive loaning, have been a temptation 
which has influenced many of us to really 
feel that we were being benefitted by cul- 
tivating the man who was offering us such 
a wonderful increase in our business, and 
consequently we have fallen for his plot 
to get acquainted with the people who 
would likely be approachable through the 
influence of an acquaintance with you, or a 
deposit in our institutions. 


“So we can not blame the unsophisticated 
public or the young people with easily 
acquired wealth or the widows with big 
life insurance policies paid, or the old 
people who especially anxious to 
increase their small holdings so that they 
would have a sufficiency for their declining 
years, or other unsuspecting persons for 
taking the bait, and even wanting more, 
especially since you are already a subscriber 
and your bank, which they 
depository.

“Often time, they induce some of the 
employees to get out letters stating that 
they have accepted a place on the board 
of directors of the new institution, etc. All 
of this it is unnecessary for me to repeat, 
except to call your attention to some of the 
things we should not do. 


“One of the latest schemes I have heard 
of is about as follows: 

“In comes three or four fine appearing 
well-dressed men who have just come into 
your town to open up a branch and want 
to deposit a few thousand dollars, say for 
eight months or so, to begin with, but will 
add to it with large sums from time to 
time. They are operating on a large sub- 
division tract plan, and are opening a 
branch in your town and having heard that 
you are the only live banker in town, wish 
to come in when you can spare a few min- 
utes of your valuable time (for which they 
are only too willing to pay) to have you 
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look over their business proposition so that 
you will be in a position to act intelligently 
and give them the right kind of a “send-off” 
when asked to pass upon the proposition. 
They especially request that you look up 
their references, banking connections, their 
property interests, etc., etc. In a few days 
they come in again with another amount 
for deposit on the same terms, only for a 
period of six months and tell you that 
through some mistake the first deposit was 
made eight months and should have been 
six months, as they were saving it up for 
some special purpose that would be due in 
six months, and now if it is not too much 
trouble they would discount the original 
deposit $50 to pay you for your trouble if 
you would be kind enough to re-write the 
C. D. (certificate of deposit) for six 
months instead of eight. 


“Soon after this they will likely pre- 


sent a few notes signed by good cus- 
tomers and offer to discount same and 


put that on a C. D. also; as they “sim- 
ply don’t need the money at all,” they 
are just gathering it up for future needs. 
And at the same time they are likely 
standing off their board bills or any other 
bills they can in your community. 


“Now with a deposit of a few thousand 
dollars, and having gotten sufficiently 
acquainted with you to learn your given 
name, they are ready to go forth after the 
game, and, of course, they get lots of them. 
In a few weeks the territory is thoroughly 
gone over and new fields, new 
friends, new bank accounts, new suckers or 
victims, And so it goes ad libitum until 
the head promoters fall out over their 
spoils, or quarrel over the softest jobs, or a 
few subscribers get together and get after 
them just in time to help clear up the 
wreck and figure up the dividends payable 
—in red ink.

“T have before me of the most 
beautifully gotten up prospectus work I 
have ever seen, from an artistic printer's 
standpoint—good dividends guaranteed, but 
the only trouble is the guarantee is not 


very good.

“Fine lands (for snakes and jack rab- 
bits) close to a good harbor, good rail- 
road facilities—in future, as the surveyor 
has run a line over it some time ago; and 
a big syndicate will commence building a 
road soon (nobody knows it only the gen- 
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eral manager and the salesman represent- 
ing it). Lots of water on the ground, (but 
he does not tell you that it is in an iron 
pipe going through to some other fellow’s 
land and he hasn’t one-third enough for 
his own use). The raw land is worth per- 
haps $25 per acre to speculate or trade on, 
but in town lots (when the “town grows to 
it”) it will be easily worth $250 to $300 
per lot, and that is where they make so 
much money for you. They bought it for 
$25 per acre, or have an option on it for 
that amount, and then mark it up to $500 
per lot; five lots per acre makes a net profit 
of $1,475 per acre and on a thousand acre 
tract, $1,475,000. 


“T recently was importuned to go to San 
Diego with some parties to look over a 
proposition. Palace car seats, fine auto 
rides, good meals, U. S. Grant Hotel ac- 
comodations, ete., etc., were readily forth- 
coming, but the financial standing, banking 
connections, business, property and things 
of that nature were sadly deficient and were 
not very much to talk about. A nice suite 
of offices, the advertising and salesmen 
were gilt-edged. 


“Many of these propositions would be 
all right if properly managed, but how 
can we tell that they will be so? The 
controlling power is usually held by the 
promoters and the stock salesman usually 
works on a percentage of from 25 to 40 
per cent, and often they discount their 
notes for 4 per cent C. D.’s, and then sell 
the C. D.’s at from 8 to 10 percent discount, 
so you see they have to raise their prices 
on real estate a good deal in order to any: 
where near come out even. Dividends are 
easily paid so long as they can sell stock, 
and sell enough so as to meet the proposed 
dividends, and then simply raise the price 
of their real estate that amount. This will 
be a matter of a few entries on the general 
ledger and all is done. Easy, isn’t it? The 
dividend bait helps to sell more stock, like 
the old man that bought more ground to 
raise more corn to feed more hogs, to buy 
more ground to raise more corn to feed 
more hogs, and so on, until—well, until the 
end as above mentioned. 


“The most deplorable thing of it all is 
the fact that the stock salesmen just seem 
able to smell out an old man or an old 
lady or someone that is not acquainted with 
business and sharpers’ methods, and get 


them with about the same precision that 
the fox terrier gets a gopher in a flooded 
alfalfa patch, 


“We cannot, as I said before, stop this 
thing entirely, but we bankers, by united 
effort, and by guarding our own names and 
the names of our banks from being used 
by wildcatters, can help things materially 
until our legislative bodies get awakened to 
the needs and pass laws similar to those 
passed in Kansas and some other states 
that will require new institutions looking 
to sell stock to the public to file with the 
state department a statement of plans, 
expense money to be used, oflicers’ names 
and other necessary data that the public 
should have knowledge of, and even file 
bonds for the faithful performance of their 
duties. As a rule, very few banks or 
bankers accept remuneration for allowing 
their banks to be used as depositories or 
for their names on advisory boards or 
directorates of new institutions. So much 
of what they do is done for business rea- 
sons and unthoughtfully they lend them- 
selves to the scheme. 


“In a few weeks, or months, at the out- 
side, the money leaves the county forever 
and the bankers rustle to keep enough 
good coin on hand to supply legitimate 
demands and oftentimes have to loan the 
money to assist the subscriber to pay a 
part of his obligation when it becomes due. 
which obligation he has contracted for on 
the supposition that it will be easy enough 
to sell the stuff and make a big profit long 
before he has to pay for it. 


“We also have to spend a lot of time 
explaining to newcomers why our vaults 
are not just simply bursting with the gold, 
from the prices received from such crops 
and yields as we get from our products 
in this county. So let us all use more 
care and do not be afraid to pass the word 
along our ranks of spurious looters that 
come into our midst. 


“T am sure that the California legislature 
will give us some good laws on this if we 
only insist upon it. The banks have to 
stand pretty close scrutiny from our bank- 
ing department; why should not other 
institutions that seek the people’s money 
be made to stand at least a part of the 
same scrutiny of our state or government 
departments ?”

man National Bank of Peoria, Ill, from 
$550,000 to $750,000. Every one of the 
shareholders, subscribed for the full number 
of shares to which he was entitled. With 
the increase the bank has the largest capi- 
tal among the national banks in the state 
outside of Chicago. 


Charles V. Thackara, manager of the 
branch office of the Philadelphia Trust, Safe 
Deposit & Insurance Company of Phila- 
delphia, has been elected an assistant treas- 
urer of the institution.

“Continental Service,” and contains a brief 
review of the life of the wellknown head 
of Chicago’s largest bank, George M. Rey- 
nolds. Mr. Reynolds entered the Chicago 
banking field on Dec. 1, 1897, when he came 
from Des Moines to take the cashiership 
of the Continental National Bank, of which 
he became vice-president in 1902 and presi- 
dent in 1906, and in 1910 was continued 
as the head of the consolidated bank. 


The Atlanta Trust Company of Atlanta 
Ga., has purchased the Great Southern Acci- 
dent & Fidelity Insurance Company. The 
latter was organized in 1909 with a paid- 
in capital of $250,000. In regard to the 
transaction, William Hurd Hillyer, vice- 
president and treasurer of the trust com- 
pany says: “The deal is not in any sense 
a merger; it is an outright purchase, and 
we have secured all the assets of the com- 
pany. We do not assume any of the liabili- 
ties, however, and the outstanding risks 
will be reinsured with a large and strong 
Northern concern.” The Atlanta Trust 
Company was formerly the Hillyer Trust 
Company. 


W. H. Draper, formerly inspector of Mol- 
son’s Bank (head office, Montreal), has 
been made superintendent of branches to 
succeed the late A. D. Durnford, E. W. 
Waud, heretofore an assistant inspector, 
replaces Mr. Draper as_ inspector and 
Thomas Carlisle becomes an _ assistant 
inspector, 


The Jefferson County Savings Bank of 
Birmingham, Ala., has received permission 
from the State Superintendent of Banks 
to increase its capital from $200,000 to 
$500,000. The bank recently purchased 
property on which it is expected it will 
erect a new building. 


Action on the merger of the Ashland 
State Bank of Chicago with the West 
Englewood State Bank of that city was 
taken by the stockholders of the latter on 
Sept. 12. The consolidated institution is 
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known as the West Englewood Ashland 
State Bank. The uniting banks each has 
a capital of $200,000. It is stated that the 
West Englewood will take over the stock 
of the Ashland State on a basis of $125 a 
share, paying three-fourths of the amount 
in cash and one-fourth in new stock, the 
West Englewood bank increasing its capital 
to $250,000 for the purpose. The merged 
bank occupies the quarters of the Ashland 
State Bank. John Bain, president of the 
West Englewood Bank, will be at the head 
of the succeeding institution. 


The Peninsular State Bank of Detroit is 
now occupying its new banking house on 
Fort Street near Griswold Street. The 
structure is five stories high and is used 
exclusively by the institution. The main 
banking room is two stories in height; the 
third floor is utilized by the real estate 
and correspondence departments, on the 
fourth floor provision is made for the book- 
keepers and filing cases, while the fifth con- 
tains the committee and directors’ rooms. 
The safe deposit department is located in 
the basement. The new quarters embody 
the latest features devised as a necessary 


equipment for the modern bank, and the 
offices present a most attractive appearance. 


Andrew Cooke, vice-president of the Har- 
ris Trust & Savings Bank of Chicago, has 
severed his connections with this institu- 
tion to enter the firm of H. T. Holtz & Co. 
The capital of the company will be in- 
creased to $500,000 and the business will 
be continued under the firm name of Cooke 
Holtz & Company. 

The stockholders of the People’s Stock 
Yards State Bank of Chicago have approved 
a proposition to increase the capital from 
$300,000 to $500,000. The new issues have 
been offered at par ($100) to the share- 
holders, who have been credited with a cash 
dividend of 33% percent, to be applied as 
part payment for the additional stock. 
With its $500,000 capital the bank will 
have a surplus of $100,000. Its deposits 
are approximately $3,500,000. 

The Molson’s Bank of Canada has made 
extensive alterations and improvements to 
its head office building in Montreal, so as 
to provide for the steady increase in its 


business, The interior of the main banking 
room is particularly handsome. Imported 
marble counters with bronze railings and 
grills have been added, together with new 
furniture and fixtures. The bank has now 
85 branches throughout the Dominion, with 
total assets of over $50,000,000. William 
Molson Macpherson is president and James 
Elliot, general manager. 

Announcement has been made that the 
Bank of Ottawa (head office, Ottawa) in- 
tends issuing an additional $500,000 of 
capital stock of holders of record August 
31, at $200 per share, The present paid- 
up capital is $3,500,000, while the autho- 
rized amount is $5,000,000. The allotment 
of new stock will be in the proportion of 
one share of new stock to seven of old 
stock now held. 


The Central Trust Company of Illinois 
has compiled in convenient form for gen- 
eral distribution an elaborate tabular pre- 
sentation, showing the growth and chahges 
in all state, National and private banks in 
Chicago, covering a period from 1896 to 
the present. This graphically shows the 
remarkable progress which these classes of 
institutions have made year by year in 
capital, surplus, undivided profits and de- 
posits. The deposits of the National banks 
of Chicago have increased in 16 years from 
$120,187,765 to $487,757,762, a net gain of 
$367,569,997 or 305 percent. The state 
banks in the same period show an increase 
in total deposits from $80,843,075 to 
$519,956,261, a gain of $439,113,186 or 543 
percent. The combined deposits show an 
expansion of more than 400 percent. In 
1896 thére were 25 national banks. Of 
these four had been liquidated, 14 merged 
with other banks and 3 had changed their 
names. At present there are 15 national 
banks. Sixteen years ago there were nine- 
teen state and private banks. Since then 
63 new state banks have been organized, 
26 have disappeared through merger, 
liquidation, or have changed their name. 


The Continental & Commercial National 
Bank of Chicago has issued its annual crop 
and business report, in which it says that 
the harvests in their abundance will yield 
fully 20 percent in weight and bulk over 
last year, and that. none of the breadstuffs 
will fall short of the needs of the people 
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while most of them will have a surplus. 
The feedstuffs for the animals, promise 
large yields and consequent recessions in 
the price to the consumer while the quan- 
tity produced will give a larger return to 
the farmer than the same crop in the last 
two years. Man’s necessitious food, wheat, 
with serious impairment of the winter 
seeding will be in excess of last year when 
the loss was in the spring showing. Speak- 
ing of general business the summary says 
that considerable material progress has 
been made in the business world for the 
complete recovery from the depression re- 
sulting from the slowing down process 
made necessary in 1910 by the too rapid 
expansion in our industrial and commercial 
activity, undue speculation in land and the 
tying up of too much liquid capital in pro- 
jects in process of development and not 
sufficiently seasoned to make their securities 
rapidly convertible. In some instances this 
progress toward recovery has not only 
reached normal but has extended consid- 
erably beyond that. In others the condi- 
tion of trade and business show a full re- 
eovery. In a few, however, we are still 
below normal, owing to peculiar conditions 
in those particular lines of human endeavor. 


Announcement of the absorption of the 
Standard Trust Company of New York by 
the Guaranty Trust Company has been made. 
The completion of this merger has been 
retarded nearly a year owing to the fact that 
the Guaranty Trust Company is putting up 
a new building on the corner of Broadway 
and Liberty street and the directors of the 
company did not think it wise to bring about 
a merger until the company was able to move 
into its new home. The new building is 
expected to be completed in the first quarter 
of 1913. The Guaranty Trust Company was 
organized in 1891, and since 1909 it has been 
considered a Morgan institution. In Novem- 
ber of that year a syndicate headed by H. P. 
Davison of J. P. Morgan & Company, pur- 
chased the stock of the company held by the 
Mutual Life Insurance Company, and also 
that held by the estate of E. H. Harriman. 
In January, 1910, the company absorbed 
the Morton Trust Company and the Fifth 
Avenue Trust Company, and the capital of 
the institution was increased to $5,000,000 
and the surplus and profits undivided to 
$18,000,000. The capital has not been 
changed since then, but the surplus and 
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undivided profits have been increased to 
$22,671,400, and aggregate deposits have 
increased to $177,871,600, making it the 
largest trust company in the United States. 
The Standard Trust Company was organized 
in 1898, and has a capital of $1,000,000, and 
surplus and undivided profits of $1,389,600. 
Its aggregate deposits amount to $20,854,900. 
Both of these institutions are members of 
the New York Clearing House Association. 


A special meeting of the stockholders of the 
First National Bank of Pittsburgh will be 
held October 14th for the purpose of author- 
izing an increase in the capital stock of the 
institution from $1,000,000 to $2,000,000. 
The new stock will be offered to the stock- 
holders at $175 a share. The First National 
is one of the most prominent of the Pitts- 
burgh national banks, having been chartered 
as a national bank August 8, 1863. 

William C. Potter, until recently presi- 
dent of the Intercontinental Rubber Com- 
pany has been elected a vice-president of 
the Guaranty Trust Company of New York. 
He is a son of Edwin A. Potter, who for 
many years was president of the American 
Trust & Savings Bank of Chicago, which 
was taken over by the Continental National 
bank interests and subsequently was 
absorbed in the merger of the Continental 
& National and the Commercial National 
banks into the Continental & Commercial 
National Banks, which involved a consolida- 
tion of the trust companies affiliated with 
those institutions. W. C. Potter was born 
in 1874 and finished his education at the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
graduating with the class of 1897. By pro- 
fession he is a mining engineer and metal- 
lurgist. Since leaving college his experi- 
For 
three years he was engaged as foreman, 
engineer and superintendent of various 
mining operations in Colorado and Mon- 
tana. Later he was appointed mining 
engineer of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fe Railway, and from 1903 to 1905 was 
general manager of the Guggenheim Ex- 
ploration Company in the Republic of Mex- 
ico. He became general manager and 
director of the American Smelting and Re- 
fining Company and American Smelters 
Securities Company in 1905, and for the 
past year has been president of the Inter- 
continental Rubber Company.
